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The Coming Laeve Referendum i 


What is regarded by many as the final battle in the long war waged 
against the liquor traffic in Canada will be fought at the ballot boxes in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta the 25th of October. The 
necessary machinery for the taking of the referendum vote on that date 
has already been sect in motion and the compilation of the lists for quali- 
ficd voters is in progress. The opposing forces are likewise lining up 
for the final test of strength. 

Apart altogether from the 6pinions which may be held by readers of 
this paper on the question at issue, namely, whether bone-dry prohibition 


on 


shall be made effective ort not, it is clearly the duty of all-citizens qualified) 


to vote to make cerfain of the fact that their names are properly included 
in the voters’ lists, and, equally so, it is the duty of all, regardless of the 
opinions held by them, to record their votes on Octobcr 25 on the ques- 
tion being submitted to the people, 

In these three Prairie Provinces, prohibition Of the sale of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes has for some years been in effect. There 
is, however, nothing to prevent a person in any one of these Provinces 
from buying liquor in another Province and having it shipped to him for 
his personal use, The result is, of course, that while there is prohibition 
in name, and actual prohibition of local sale, there is no truly effective 
prohibition of the use of intoxicants. ° 


Through the votes cast by them in the referendum on October_25 the] 


men and women of Western Canada are to decide whether, in addition 
to prohibition of local sale within a Province, there shall be prohibition of 
importation of liquor into: any one Province from any other Province’ or 
country. In other words, whether f& shall be madé illegal for any person 
to obtain liquor in any manner whatsoever, except in very limited quan- 
titics on a doctor’s prescription. j 

In the refercndum on October 25 the following form of ballot will be 
used: 


Shall the importation or bringing of in- 
toxicating liquors into the Province be 
forbidden? ;

The voter who is in favor of absolute p:ohibition will place.an X in the 
space opposite the word “Yes"’; the voter wh® is in favor of allowing 
liquor to come into the Province as at present ill place an X in the space 
opposite the word “No.” In other words; a pérson votes “Yes” if he 
favors bone-dry prohibition; he votes “No” if he desires that importation 
shall continue, 

Without presuming to say in this article how people shall vote, or 
even expressing an opinion as to the course of action which in the light 
of past expericnces would seem to be the wisest course to follow in the 
interests of all, one thing can and should be said with all the emphasis 
that can possibly be laid upon it. It is this: . 

Men and women should mark their ballots in such a way as td ex- 
press their honest convictions on this question in order that the vote on 
October 25 may be a true expression of the will of the people: A vote 
for bonc-dry prohibition should be a positive declaration on the part of the 
voter that he or she will absolutely refrain from the use of “intoxicating 
liquors, that they will make no attempt to secure such liquors, that they 
will throw the whole syeight of their influence in the direction of seeing 
that the law they thus ask for is lived up to and rigidly enforced. A 
“Yes” vote should be a pledge on the part of the voter to assist the offi- 
cers of the law to efficiently enforce that law. 

The time for camouflage is past. There should be no more hypocrisy, 
with a person voting one way and acting another. If the majority yote 
is to forbid importation of liquor, then the Government and officers of the 
law ought to be assured that they can count upon the men and women 
who make up that majority to assist them in every way to make the law 
fully effective and a success. : 

The man who votes for bone-dry prohibition and proceeds at the same 
time to stock up his cellar in advance with liquor is a hypocrite, The 
man or woman who votes for bone-dry prohibition, and later writes to the 
Government or the police stating that “So-and-So” is violating the law but 
that their names must not be used as informants and that they will not 
give evidence which may be in their possession in order to convict, is a 
coward and not a sincere prohibitionist. 

The referendum vote on October 25 should be regarded as a clear- 
cut show-down on this question.

After examining 834 persons, Dr.

Helium in Canada.

To the Call to Arms 


When the call to arms sounded} 
throughout the Empire in the ever- 
memorable summer of ‘14, the re- 
of the universities was re- 
garded as remarkable. But the re-} 
markable thing would have been if, | 
from the homes of culture and ideal- 
1, where honor and righteotisness | 
and truth are cherished as man’s st- 
preime possessions, the response had 
been as prompt and full as it 

Im that prompt and full re- 
sponse Saskatchewan had a voice. 

Today, as a result of the war, the 
University has in its possession 
symbol that will always be greatly 
treasured. It is a huge, red flag, 
spangled with dark-blue stars. There 
is a star for every University -man 
that enlisted. In the middle of the 
flag is a rectangle of white dotted 
with red stars. Those red stars 
represent the Fallen; there are sixty- 
six of them, 

Entering the main building of the 
University, the visitor is at once ar- 
rested by the array of names en- 
scrolled along the wall of the two 
mmain corridors. These are the hon- 
ored names of student warriors, It 
would almost seem that some un- 
canny intuition guided the architect 
when he planned that unusual frieze, 
destined to be so soon and so elo- 
quently inscribed. 

Those University corridors have 
become vocal for all time. Year in 
and ycar out, as new scholars come 
in, they will be reminded of the 
blood-purchased honor gained for 
the University in the grim years of 
war; and the silent prompting of 
those tablets will not be without ef- 
fect. 

The University at Saskatoon was 
five years old in 1914. Those five 
years saw the going up, on the very 
heart of the prairie, of the splendid, 
white-stone, buildings which are to- 
day the pride of the Province. Those 
five years saw the staff of five that 
had first gathered in some town of- 
fices increased to thirty, while the 
student body shot from 75 to 400. 
The prospect was golden. 

Came the nightmare of August, 
1914, and the shadow of war, falling 
over the world, caught the young 
University. By the following year 
no less than eleven members of the 
staff and over 180 of the students 
had gone overseas. Every depart- 
ment sent its quota—engincers, law- 
yers, theologues, arts men, agros 
marching off together. 

“We are confident,” said Dr, Mur- 
pay in his feport for 1914-15, “that 
our students who have gone forth 
will bring honor and glory to their 
country and.their University. Their 
yanks include the very best of our 
.members, the most generous, the 
most unselfish, the most intelligent, 
the most industrious, as well as the 
most daring and courageous, When 
we selected the phrase, ‘Deo et Pat- 
yiae’ (for God and Country) as our 
motto, we little thought that the su- 
preme test of our devotion to our 
Country was so near at~hand,” 

That confidence of the University 
which the President expressed was 
e@bundantly justified, and in his first 
post-war report Dr. Murray thus 
bpeaks:—~ 

The Imperishable Glory. 

“If in the last five years we can- 
not show an outward -and visible 
growth in buildings comparable to 
that of the first five, we can show an 
achievement that will live in the his- 
fory and cast a glory upon this Uni- 
versity and the men who played their 
part nobly in these dark years, a 
giory that will make the material and 
flashy achievements of other years

“In these sombre years nearly three

He  fell—a 
major—in the late summer’ of '18, 
Truly here was 

“a man, take him for all in all, 

“(We) shall not look upon his like 

again.”

Next* to Major Bateman’s name 
comes that of Harold John Blair, who 
for conspicuous bravery as a scout- 
ing officer was awarded the M.C. 
He had obtained his degree in Arts 
at the University and would have en- 
tered the Presbyterian ministry. His 
sermon is preached and the world is 
listening yet. 

A little lower in the list is William 
Henry Davis, also an M.C., one of 
the early graduates of Emmanuel, an 
affiliated College of the University. 
He enlisted as a chaplain and met his 
death while bearing out wounded in 
the battle of Amiens. His M.C. 
came for bravery in the hell that was 
Passchendale, 

The name of William Yeates Hunt- 
er next catches the eye. A brilliant 
student of English, Capt. Hunter, af- 
ter graduation, received an appoint- 
ment as instructor at the University, 
ably seconding the effors otf Profes- 
sor Bateman. Like the professor, 
Captain Hunter fell in France. There 
died an accomplished gentleman, a 
fine soldier and a poet and writer of 
no mean order, 2 

James Ross Macpherson, D.S.O., of 
the year '15, was also a poet, whose 
verses in the University magazine 
were, it is generally agreed, of out- 
standing merit. Major Macpherson 
rose from the ranks to the position 
of second-in-command of that distin- 
guished: regiment, the Princess Pats. 

James Gordon Hill, a clever law 
student, perished at Coureclette -en 
the Somme, being first blinded. A 
prince of good fellows was Hills, with 
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a delightful sense of humor and wel, 
keenest of minds. 


Let the name of Arthor Lloyd 
complete the selection—a selection 
made almost at random of men 
known more intimately than others 
to the writer.~ Arthur was the 
yolngest son of Dr. G. E. “Lloyd, of 
Bart Colony fame, after whom Lloyd- 


minster was named. Dr, Lioyd’s 
two-.other sons, Exton and = Percy, 
also graduate of the University, 


fought bravely on the western front, 
the elder gaining an M.C. All three 
alone mortally so. He had enlisted 
while still in his ‘teens, and fell as 
an officer, He fought as he played 
the college games, with all the vigor 
and freshness of youth; and he typi- 
fies that host of cager youngman- 
hood, lifeblood of the University, who 
in the words of Brooke— 

“Poured out the red, sweet wine of 

youth.”

The head of the Khaki University 
was Dr, Edmund H. Oliver, first Pro- 
fessor of History in the University 
and now Principal of the affiliated 
Presbyterian College. For his work 
in France he was mentioned in des- 
patches and promoted to the rank of 
Liecutenant-Colonel. Captain  Gil- 
mour, who achieved immense things 
for the Khaki University, was a grad- 
uate of the University. He has sub- 
sequently been ordained to the Pres- 
byterian Ministry. Several other 
Saskatchewan University men assist- 
ed in the Khaki University, both in 
their units in France and in the col- 
leges which were subsequently form- 
ed, Captain J. B. Allen, M.C., had 
the honor of being the first British 
officer to enter Baghdad. 

Certainly the record of the Pro- 
vincial University is one of which it 
and the Province may well be proud.

Cutting Corn for Silage 


It Should Not Be Too Green Or Too 
Dry. 

“When is the best time to cut corn 
for silage?” 

Corn is ready to go into the silo 
when the kernels are hard, when the 
lower three or four leaves are brown 
(as the result of maturity and not of 
firing and the husks are beginning 
to dry. If cut when much greener 
than-this, the silage will be tbo acid 
or sour and unpalatable and will not 
keep well. If it is much riper than 
indicated, the finely cut corn will not 
pack satisfactorily and pockets: or 
spots of moldy silage may result, 

If corn cannot be cut until it ‘is 
quite dry sufficient water must be 
mixed with it when it is put into the 
silo to make it possible to pack it 
properly, The amount of water de- 
sirable will vary, but broadly it may 
be said that there is greater danger 
of adding too little water than too 
much, * 
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Live Stock Industry

Evidently the Canada farmer has 
not been altogether asleep at the 
switch while the world was striving 
to fill in the huge hole way made in 
its store. of provisions, 

But by the way of juster compari- 
son let it not be forgotten that the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland with a farming area of 
21,221,000 acres (Alberta alone has 
an area’ of 163,382,400 acres) has on 
its farms no less than 12,323,149 cat- 
tle, 27,062,680 sheep and 2,809,215 
swine, against our 4,718,657 cattle, 
2,600,000 sheep and less than 3,500,- 
000 swine, 

Canada is farming about 50,000,000 
acres just now. It might be good 
and enlightening. amusement for ma- 
thematically inclined readers to take 
out their pencils and figure out how 
many cattle, sheep and pigs Canada 
should own to compare well with the 
Old Country which has to import 
most of its stock feed supplies, a good 
deal of it from this very country. 

“It is difficult for Canadians not 
acquainted with agricultural condi- 
tions on the other side to realize the 
importance we attach to our livestock 
resources,” said the editor of the Lon- 
don, Eng., “Farmer and Stockbreed- 
r,”’ a few days ago in discussing the 
so-called embargo on our cattle, 

“We have never refused to admit 
Canadian cattle to Great Britain,” he 
explained, “but we prescribe the con- 
ditions under which they are accept- 
ed. We insist that imported. cattle 


Invents Machine 
For Pulling Flax 


Montreal Man Claims it will Replace 


Expert Pullers. 
Geo. Sumner, president of Hodgson 
Sumner Company, Montreal, and 


president of the Montreal Board of 
Trade, who is 84 years of age, has, in 
association with Victor E. Freeman, 
of New York, invented, after ten 
years’ effort, a machine which, it is 
claimed, will replace the almost ex- 
tinct farm laborer, who for thousands 
of years pulled flax by hand. 

The machine was demonstrated at 
a gathering interested in farm im- 
plements industries, as well as agri- 
cultural experts from all over the 
United States, and it was agreed 
Was a succes’. It operated without 
a hitch and harvested the flax more 
closely than was done by a gang of 
expert pullers employed to pull a 
patch by hand. 


Stocking of Human Hair 


Chinese Think That They Are Better 
Than the Woollen Variety. 

All the hair combings in a Chinese 
household are saved as carefully as if 
they were nuggets. In course of 
time they are spun into long threads 
and woyen into stockings. The pop- 
ular belief is that stockings of human 
hair keep out the wet better than any 
others, At one time the Japanese 
made use of human hair in church 
erecting. It was the custom for 
church-going people to give some of 
their hair as a free-will offering when 
a temple was being built. Sucli a 
structure at Tokio had the beams and 
rafters held in place by. one of these 
human hair cables. Placed end on 
end, this human haiy rope measured 
4,528 ft. long, was 7 in, in diameter, 
and weighed 8,847 lbs., no fewer than 
350,000 persons contelbuting before a 
sufficient quantity was obtained, 


shall be fat and ready for slaughter.” 

That old “embargo” bug-beard& no 
source of trouble to Canadian stock- 
men, who realize that we raise and 
have our cattle feed in this country, 
if we can only get hold of our sup- 
plies.

But foreign markets are fastidious 
—so indeed the home market has be- 
come under the pressure of high 
prices. The Dominion. Livestock 
Commssioner reports-that “It is esti- 
mated that had the ‘common’ quality 
beef animals sold at public stockyards 
in Canada during 1919, carried 
enough fat and finish to grade as 
‘good’ in quality, the additional rev- 
enue would have approximated $10,- 
000,000. Ability to carry weight and 
finish is a virtue not possessed by the 
off-spring of Scrub bulls. Of the 
marketing of over 1,000,000 head of 
stock at Canadian Stock Yards in 
1919, only 20,000 head, or 2 per cent. 
of weights and quality were desirable 
in export beef. One beef animal out 
of every. twenty-six marketed durin 
1918 was a bull, One out ved 
thirty animals marketed was a Scrub 
bull.” 

And we can do better! We can 
supply half the world with meat. We 
can bring in outside money to pay off 
our debts in short order, and be en- 
tiching our farm lands at the same 
time. We have the natural resources. 
We have the farmers—well, some of 
them at any rate, 


We = have some splendid breeding 
stock, as our pages will show our 
readers in the weeks to come. Our 
animal exhibitions show how interest- 
ed is the general public in the matter. 

We must in short have more live- 
stock, and good markets must be ob- 
tained and maintained for all of its 
products, It is one of our great 
foundation industries. — Montreal 
Family Herald.

Vancouver and Prince Rupert Will be 
Large Shipping Ports, 

Hon, C. C. Ballantyne, minister of 
marine and fisheries, has returned to 
Ottawa from the_ Pacific coast in a 
highly optimistic frame of mind as to 
conditions in Western Canada, In 
view of the prosperity prevailing and 
the good outlook for the future, the 
minister expressed the view that 
there is every jusification for the 
carrying out.of the. government's har- 
bor improvement plans at Vancouver, 
Victoria and Prince Rupert. Prince 
Rupert, he said, promises to develop 
into a shipping port of considerable 
importance, ag business in that part 
of the province promises to thrive, 
and it is five hundred miles nearer 
the Orient than any other Pacific 
port. 

Of the export trade from British 
Columbia, he expressed the opinion 
that it is only in its infancy, The 
Canadian government merchant mar- 
ine will put on a line to India on No- 
vember 1, They have also under con- 
sideration running ships from British 
Columbia ports to West Africa, South 
America and the West Indies. The 
government, when all their ships un- 
der construction on the Pacific coast 
are completed, will have sixteen ships 
in commission, and these ships will 
be operated from’ British Columbia 
ports,
